REMARKS 

The amendment set out on the accompanying Form simply deletes an 
erroneous reference to this application being a division of Application Serial No. 
09/141,105, U.S. Patent No. 6,067,105. This error appears to have originated during the 
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patent printing process. The documents originally filed in connection with this 
application clearly stated that this application claimed benefit only of Provisional 
Applications Serial Nos. 60/277,079 and 60/277,391, and the Filing Receipt mailed June 
6, 2002 correctly reflected these benefit claims. No subsequent changes to the benefit 
claims were made. It would appear that during the patent printing process a portion of the 
"Referenced Applications" Paragraph (see column 1, lines 13-19 of the printed patent) 
was incorrectly incorporated into the "Related U.S. Application Data" section of the 
printed patent. Correction of the patent as requested on the attached Form will conform 
the printed patent to the File Wrapper. 



In view of the foregoing, Assignee respectfully submits that the error listed 



on the accompanying Form PTO/SB/44 is correctable under 35 USC 254 and 37 CFR
